AIRSHIP LIGHTS ON TREE TOPS 


Passengers ‘of Zeppelin Balloon 
Tossed: by Whirlwind. 


DESCEND ON ROPE LADDER. 


Craft Hurled at Merey of Fifty Mile | 


Gale When Motor Breaks, 


DUSSELDORF, Germany, June 28.—Count 
Zeppelin’s passenger airship Deutschland, 
the highest developed of ali the famous eero- 
naut’s models, lies tonight on top of the 
Teutoburgian forest, pierced with pine tree 
stems, a mass of deflated silk and twisted 
aluminium. ‘Thirty-three persons aboard, 
after a wild contest with a storm, escaped un- 
injured by deacending a rope ladder from the 
wreck on the pine tops. 

A passenger of the Deutschland declared 
only to the excellence of the ship and crew 
ie Gue the fact that it held out so long against 
a gale such as no airship ever experienced. 
It often hung motionless for a quarter of 
an hour its propellers revolving at full.speed, 
but powerless to drive it against the wind. 
After a nine hours’ struggie the petrol gave 


out, the propellers faltered and then stopped. | 


Drops Down from Clouds, 

Caught in a downward swirl the airship 
crashed helplessly down into a fir forest 
from the heart of a dense rain cloud 1,500 
feet above and was impaled in a dozen places 
upon the branches of trees. 

There was a rending tearing sound, then 
another crash and splintered tree trunks 
stabbed through the floor of the cabin and 
into the after part of the balloon, ripping the 
gas compartments in all directions, Had the 
airship struck the ground with the same 
force that it hit the trees, scarcely any one 
could have escaped serious injury:

Why, then should Mr. Fisher’s services 
be ignored? Mr. Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Hayes is doubtless an able and 
reliable mian, but be has not the experi- 
ence nior the public confidence which Mr. 
Fisher has gaitied. | 

It would seem that neither the cot- 
-panies.nor the. city authorities are acting
